In addition to the repairs upon the streets 


and side walks, bridges and culverts, we 
have laid 2,000 yards of new concrete tide 
walk?, and re co\ercd about 2,500 yards 
of the old.

We have also piled up 1,000 loads of 


gravel hauled by tbe city teams, when not 
otherwise necessarily employed, and now 
available for immediate use ia repairing 
the streets when required. 


In many instances, when wooden cul- 


verts{needed, rebuilding they were replac- 
ed with stone in a substantial manner, and 
I consider it wise in the future, as fast as 
required, to substitute stone for wood in 
the interest of safely and economy, when- 
ever it can be done. The streets and roads 
were left in very »ood condition last fall, 
and I am pot aware of any new work, call 
ing for large ex; > nditures, for the ensu- 
ing year, unless ordered by the cil^ gov- 
ernment. 
There are fouribridges that will 


require to he newly planked. 


With the1 same appropriation for the 


coming year, as for the one now clot-ing. 
1 think the etreete and roads, bridges, &c., 
may be maintained in gobd and safe con- 
dition, and also 2,000 dollars worth of pav- 
ing done in some of the principal streets, by 
way of experiment, and t would recom- 
mend that the same amount be appropri 
ated, and $2,000 of the sime be set aside 
to be expended in paving. 


The amount of city property remaining 


in the hands of the Commissioner, is about 
.the same as at the1 beginning of the year. 


We have sold tliree hoitses and bought" 


two, which with one remaining from the 
Fire department, leaves jtbe number the 
same. Tbe other property iias been kept 
in good order anc condition.

The principal a ad most I important work 


devolving upon the City Engineer during 
the year was the -esetting ot such of the 
street monuments as needed it. In my 
last annual report, I called attention to the 
fact, that a large number of the street mon- 
uments-were mors or less out of position, 
some being entirely out of the ground. 
An order wag passed June 1st, 18SO, direct- 
ing the City Engineer to reset whatever 
monuments needed it. In accordance with 
this order, two hundred and eight monu- 
ments have been rese", one hundred and 
seventeen of these being on tbe streets of 
the city, and tbe remainder on the roads 
leading out of the city I; On some of the 
roads it was found that every monument 
needed attention, and in some oases monu- 
ments were found lying by the side of the 
road that bad been out of I the ground 'for 


sewer alsa became clogged, and burst near 
low water mark, and tbis had to be remov- 
ed and renewed.

Complaints being made late, in the sea- 


son of lldwage from an old wooden sewer 
running-1 from 
Hancock to Washington 


streets, between French and Exchange 
streets, it was dug up to ascertain its con- 
dition. It was found to be entirely c'ogged 
up at its lower end, and in such a decayed 
condition that it was useless to make any 
attempts to repair tt, and'it wns therefore 
deeme I best to close it to further | use.

was accordingly opened at two places 
where it bad not begun to fill up, and 
packed full of blue |clay. 
I would rec- 


ommend that a sewe^ be built tbe com- 
ing reason from Exchange street, up Wash- 
ington to French street, to take the dram 
age. 
which formerly depended on this 


sewer, and to afford drainage to a section 
of tbe city, which stands very much in 
need of in. For went of proper dra nage 
the street remains an a muddy condition, 
for a long time after a rain, and pools of 
water stand in the gutters until they be- 
come filthy and stagnant. 


Attention was called in my last annual 


report to the filthy condition of the gutter 
of Hancock street, between Merrimac and 
NeWbury I streets, as it!was really an open 
sener, wnicb received tbe drainage ot a 
large section of the I city. This evil has 
been partially remedied by clean1 in-5 out 
tbe gutter and planking it\over. The[?ew- 
erage from this gutter after leaving the 
,-treet runs across private land, and under 
tbe railroad to the river. A plank eewer 
has been built across this land closing in 
the sewer so that this sewtr may go for 
some time without needing further atten- 
tion.

In three places of this city wiere wa'er 


courses are polluted by receiving the dis- 
chargb oflsewers, they have been straight- 
ened and1 cleared out, so that sewerage 
may be mdre rapidly carried off These 
ditches Wiill need a little attent on each 
year, to keep them in good condition until 
the city feels able to* replace them, 'by 
properly constructed sewers. 
Toe three 


ditches here referred to are: one on Mead- 
owl Brook, from Centre street,'tc. Essex; 
one from the outlet of the Sanford street 
sewer, at Cedar street, to tbe culvert near 
the gas bouse; and one from the end of tbe 
extension of the Fourth street sswerlto 
.riiird street. On the first two bf these 
places, the work of building sewets should 
be commenced at an early day, arill carried 
on hltle by little each year, until they are 
completed. As they at present are, the 
health of large sections of the city is threat-
